CONSERVE FOOD VALUES: 


From a recent study made by the 
pureat of Home Economics on the 
best methods of cooking foods to 
retain food values, the following 
article is writtent | eae 

Green, yellow und orange color 
in vegetables usually indicates the 
presence of certain vitamins. Heat 
‘tends to destroy some vitamins, and 
when vegetables are cut up and 
cooked in water some of the miner- 
nls dissolve, Chemical changes due 
to cooking also affect flavor, color, 


and texture. The sclence of cooking; 


vegetables, says the Bureau of 
Lome Economics, seeks to conserve 
nll possible food values and at the 
same time give “appetite appeal.” 
Slow baking in a moderate oven 
‘comes first ay a meats of conserv- 
tig food value in cooking vege- 
tables. Potatoes, squash, cucum- 
bers, tomatoes, and onions, for 
example, contain enough water to 
form steamy ind keep them miolst, 
ani the skin holds in the steam. 
In casserohs cooking the carttien- 
ware baker, or heavy glass con- 
tafner, with a close-fitting Hd, takes 
the place of the vegetable skin by 
holding,In the steam and juices. 
We can steam both or pan 
vegetables that cannot be baked. 
Steaming conserves food value, but 
‘wpolla the attractive green color of 
some vegetables. It is satisfactory
